So, in dis- 
banding, it was decided to divide the 
funds among the members, including 
the four who resigned fast night. 

The Exchange was organized only 
about a year ago, with a membership 
of 26. For a while everything went 
nicely, but lately so many complaints 
have been coming in of members vio- 
lating the rules of the organization, 
that it has been felt for some time 
that the only thing left to do, was to 
disband.

GAVE UP TITLE 


History of the Heavy-Weight Class 
—Jack Root and Marvin Hart’ 
Fought at Reno, 


The history of hiw the heavyweight 
championship title has changed hands 
since Jeffries gave it up because he 
could find no one who cared’ to face 
him, is interesting at this time. Jeff 
retired the undefeated champion of 
the world after knocking out Jack 
Monrge, in San Franc +0, August 26, 
1903, in four rounds. 

Jack Root and Marvin Ilart met ina 
finish fight for :the vacant title in 
Reno, Nev. July 3, 1905, Hart winning 
the battle on a knockout in the twelfth 
round. Hart on January 15, following, 
put away Pat Callahan in Butte, Mont, 
in two rounds. ‘He forfeited claim 
to the title when he was bested in a 
twenty-round decision fight February 
23, 1900, 


3urns won a number of unimportant 
fights before he gained a decision over 
Jack O'Brien, in Los Angeles, Novem- 
ber 28, 1907.. He next put away Bill 
Squires, of Australia, in’ one’ round 
on July 4, in Colma, Cal, 

3urns then went to Isurope, where 
he knocked out in succession Gunner 
Moir, London, Dee. 2, -ien rounds; 
Jack Palmer, London, February — 10, 
1908, four rounds; Jem Roche, Dublin, 
March 17, 1908, one round; Jewey 

Smith, Paris, April 18, 1908, five 
rounds, and Bill Spuires, Paris, June 
13, 1908, cight rounds. 

Having disposed of Hart, who claim- 
ed the American title; Gunner Mohr, 
the claimant of the English cham- 
pionship; Squires, champion of Aus- 
tralia, and Jem Roche, champion of 
Ireland, Burns was at last hailed as 
champion. 

From France Burns travelled — to 
Australia. He disposed of Bill Squires 
for the third time in Sydnty, Aug. 26, 
1908. Burns then put away Bill Lang 
in Melbourne September 6, 1908, in 
six rounds, 

Then came his battle with Jack 
Johnson. Johnson won a knockout, or, 
to be more exact, won through police 
interference, the police jumping into 
the ring to save Burns from further 
punishment and what appeared to be a 
complete knockout,

Democracy fixes no 
limits to honest accumulation of cap- 
ital, but it denies: that wealth and 
cunning, leagued together, may: Jaw- 
fully concentrate into a few hands 
the fruits of the productive cenrgy of 
the world. 


Denounces Aldrich Tariff. 

“We denounce the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff act as a masterpiece of injustice, 
involving remorseless exactions from 
the many to enrich the few, through 
the trusts and monopolies which it 
fosters.

Chicago, Nay 2—An attempt to per- 
petrate a gigautic fraud uby: suicide is 
feared by five of the biggest insur- 
ance companies in. the United States. 

They started an investigation today 
into the- «mysterious death Monday 
night of Joseph.Deimel, head of the 
National’ Parlor’ Furniture ‘Company. 

Deimel was killed by a Rock Is- 
land train-at 7. p.m. at, Blue Island as 
he attempted to board it to return to 
Chicago. He lived a few minutes af- 
ter being struck, but died without 
making any ante-mortem statement. 

Deimel was reported to be worth 
$500,000 and |had taken out insurance 
on-his life. amounting ‘to more than 
$500,000 within. the last few months. 

The insurance officials suspect that 
he committed suicide and have decided 
to withhold payment of the policies 
on his life until an inquiry can be 
made. 

On Tuesday a coroner's inquest was 
held tn the case and a verdict was re- 
turned that Deimel had died of shock 
following a railway accident. -

He 
formed a stock company, went to Lon- 
don and Lyvyerpool and closed a deal 
whereby he sold the mine outright and 
reaped ‘a profit | of $2,500,000, On 
returning to Denver he built a palatial 
residence, which he called Riverbank, 
and where he dived lavishly.

TO BE MET 


Present is Cruicial Time in South 
African Federation. 


FORMING FIRST GOVERNMENT 


Sir Percy: Fitzpatrick Contends that all 
the Great ‘Leaders Should be 
Included. 


_— 


Capetown, May 3.—On the question 
of tne inclusion or all the — political 
leaders in the first Union Ministry, 
and the formation 0. a non-party gov- 
ernment in the new South African 
ifederation, Sir Percy Fitzpatrick 
writes a remarkable letter in which he 
shows that: 
| It is the people of South Africa— 
present and to come—who will have 
to pay the whole price for any mis- 
take that may be made in connection 
with the constitution of the first 
Union Ministry. It is true that at the 
first -clection—about September nex! 
—there will come to them an oppor- 
tunity to express their opinion by 
vote, and that then they can, and 
“will, punish a mistake. But they wit! 
not be able to repair it. Much of the 
possible mischief will have heen donc, 
and old wounds will have been ruth- 
lessly torn open—to be healed again 
who knows when? Who, again, can 
measure the effect of the shock 
throughout South Africa and beyond 
‘it if after achieving our Union to the 
wonder and admiration of the whole 
civilized world; if after an exhibition 
of forbearance and -patriotism, that 
' should be for ever an inspiration to 
;all, we slump to a lower level—far, 
far lower—than that- from which we 
rose? Is it to be expected, is it to be 
believed, that the men who took part 
in the convention will, as in a travel- 
ing show, while in their mummers’ 
iclothes, scramble to ‘the ‘ticket 
office to divide the takings? Better 
ithan this was done by other nation 
builders. Better is expected of us. 

The Issue in Practice 

Even more valuable is Sir Percy 
Vitzpatrick’s letter in its clear and de- 
tailed examination of the duties and 
powers of the first Union Mnistry: 

The list given below (he says) com- 
prise some of the more important 
matters with which the first ministry 
will have power to deal before the 
jirst parliament is elected. 


In some 
of them irrevoce le action avill have 
to. be taken;,in others arrangements 
may be of a provisional nature; but 
in all there will have to tbe some ac- 
tion taken which will, to a large ex- 
tent compromise the country: 

1. The appointment of the adminis- 
trators of the four provinces. (‘These 
will be the link between the central 
government and the provinces. ‘he 
provinee are the experiment of the 
constitution, and that experiment has 
aosmall chance of being a success un- 
less the administrators command the 
confidence of the provinces. ‘The 
mere fact that the appointment was 
made by one political party would 
handicap the best of men avith preju- 
dice and suspicion.”) 

2, The position of the judges and 
magistrates. 

3. The appointment of — attorneys- 
general for the four provinces. (Per- 
manent non-political officials, avho 
are to have no official chief and will 
be, in criminal matters, the final auth- 
ortiy.) 

4. The appointment of permanent 
heads. of the great departments. 

5. The appointment of the public 
service commissioners;for the reor- 
the 
departments of the public service, and 
the arrangements regarding seniority 
or precedence, pay, and promotion in 
the civil service, police, defence forces 
and. volunteers. ; 

6. The financial and administrative 
arrangements between the provincial 
councils and the union government. 

7. Commissions to secure uniform- 
ity in taxation and legislation (as far 
as need be) in the various provinces. 

8. The appointment of the chief na- 
tive affairs officials. 

9. The appointment 
commissioners. ; 

10, The nomination of eight sena- 
tors. 

People Favor Party Cabinet 

That is a formidable, though by no 
means an exhaustive list; and its elad- 
oration in Sir Percy’s Ietter goes very 
far to estalblish the necessity for a 
non-party admnistration at the be- 
ginning of Union. Yet the letter has 
evoked strangely little public response 
and the success of those who advocate 
i party ministry seems almost cer- 
tain. But again, it must be said that 
the balance of reason and expediency 
lics with those who would rescue the 
carly days of Union from ihe re- 
proach of party strife: and it-is easy 
to imagine that a future generation 
in South Africa, reading Sir Percy 


of ‘the railways 
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Vitzpatrick’s plea for a non-party ad- 
ministration, will marvel at the fact 
that so convincing a statement of the 
case made so little apparent impres- 
sion upon the minds of his contem- 
poraries. ‘The truth is that to those 
who think as he does Sir Percy's let- 
ter is merely an elaboration of what 
they already understand; whilst with 
those who are not prepared to sacri- 
fice their party interests the letter 
falls unheeded upon ears deliberately 
and obstinately deat.

HUGE FRAUD 
IS ALLEGED 


Investors Bring Action to Recove 


About $80,000,00, 
PLAINTIFFS IN ASSOCIATION 


Defendants are the United Smelters, Rail- 
way and Copper Company and 
Promoters. 


Cheyenne, Wyo, May 3.—The Penn- 
Wyoming Investors Association have 
filed suit in the United States Court 
here against ‘the’ United Smelters to 
recover sums agregating $8,000,000 al- 
jleged to have been obtained through 
fraudulent: methods, 

The plaintiff company is composed 
of hundreds of stockholders who pur- 
chased stocks and bonds of the United 
Smelters, Railway and Copper Com- 
pany and twelve auxiliary Companies 
which were organized, heavily capital- 
ized, then transfered or sold out, it is 
alleged, without the stockholders re- 
ceiving any benefits. 

The main complaint is directed 
against I. I. Pennock and ut. Y. 
Hawse, Pennsylvania bankers; W. E. 
Cobb, of Pittsburg, and Chicago, FB, 
Draper, a Chicago attorney, and EK, 
A. Norton, formerly a. ‘Texas cow- 
boy.
